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These Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance are filed in response to the 
Notice of Allowability mailed on December 2 1 , 2004. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's Statement on Reasons for Allowance. 
Entry of that Statement into the record should not be construed as any agreement with or 
acquiescence by Applicants in the stated reasoning. 

The Statement sets forth a single rationale for patentability with respect to all of the 
allowed claims, however, the wording in the Statement does not precisely correspond to the 
language of any one of the allowed claims. Applicants' positions on patentability were 
separately presented with respect to each independent claim in the response filed November 9, 
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Sir: 
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2004. It is submitted that each independent claim, and in fact each claim, is separately 
patentable in its own right, not just for one general reason as suggested by the Statement. 

It is respectfully submitted that the allowed claims should be entitled the broadest 
reasonable interpretation and broadest range of equivalents that are appropriate in light of the 
language of the claims, the supporting disclosure and Applicants' prosecution of the claims, 
without reference to the Statement of Reasons for Allowance.
